Snch will be 
lifted to a permanently higher level 
from which their children that come 
after them will nover sink. There, too, 
ia grand co-operativo movement of the 
nineteenth century, teaching that co- 
operation—not competition—is the rul- 
ing principle of a true civilization. In- 
stead of every man's hand being against 
his neighbor's, tho hands all working 
together in harmony will produce plen- 
ty for all. Among the churches, top, 
there are indications of downright htiii- 
est effort to apply the teachings of the 
founder of Christianity directly to the 
solution of social and economic prob- 
lems. This is what Christianity is good 
for.

When a few months ago Mr. Critet. 


was appointed to the position of Na- 
tional Bank Examiner, he accepted 
the position with the understanding 
that he would cot be required to de- 
vote any considerable time to its du- 
ties before the expiration of his term 
of office as County Auditor.

Camptroller of the Treasury acceded
